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MORE BLUE ASBESTOS FROM AUSTRALIA 


Plans have been announced for a 90% increase in the 
production of blue asbestos fibre at Wittenoom Gorge, in 
the northwest of the State of Western Australia. Such an 
increase in output, from the present 260 tons a week to 
500 tons a week, will help satisfy the increasing home 
market requirements as well as export demands. The plan 
is already being implemented and it is expected that output 
will be raised to the planned figure by Christmas. 

Because of the quality of equipment already installed 
by the operating company, Australian Blue Asbestos Pty. 
Limited, practically no further capital expenditure will be 
necessary. Capital investment in the Wittencom Gorge 
mine is already around £3,000,000 (all currency values 
are in £ Australian unless otherwise stated—C125 Austral- 
ian—£100 Sterling). An inerease in underground labor of 
about 25% will be the main means of achieving the higher 
output. There are at present about 400 employees at 
Wittenoom Gorge. The target of 500 tons of blue asbestos 
a week will lift the gross value of production at Wittenoom 
from £25,000 a week to £50,000 a week, bringing the com- 
pany’s turnover to £2,500,000 a vear. 

Australian Blue Asbestos Pty. Limited, a subsidiary 
of one of Australia’s biggest companies, Colonial Sugar 
Refining Company Limited (known as C.S.R.), started 
large-scale operations at Wittenoom Gorge in 1943. The 
Colonial Sugar Refining Company’s interest in blue as- 
bestos stemmed from its production of ‘*‘Cane-ite’’ and 
hardboard for the Australian building industry. During 
World War II, C.S.R. became interested in the manu- 
facture of fire-proof board, which required asbestos. At 
that time, Australia was importing all her requirements 
of asbestos from’ Canada and South Afriea, but, with the 
steady progress at Wittenoom the cost of Australian as- 
bestes fibre has now been halved. Operations were 
mechanized to the greatest possible extent so that by 1953 
mining costs were 38.2s. a short ton of asbestos-bearing 
rock, which compared favorably with the costs of other 
mining activities already operating in Australia and which 
has continued at a similar comparative level.

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Wittenoom Gorge is 700 air miles from Perth and 200 
road miles inland south from Roebourne on the north coast 
of Western Australia. It is an arid and isolated area, but 
it is estimated that at least 3,000,000 tons of blue asbestos 
lie under Wittenoom Gorge waiting to be recovered. The 
blue asbestos is shipped overseas or to the eastern States of 
Australia for processing, from the port of Samson, a few 
miles north of Roebourne. 

The crocidolite seams occur in near-horizontal beds of 
ferruginous quartzite, a deep blue in color and very hard. 
The principal exposures are in three neighboring gorges- 
Dale’s, Yampire and Wittenoom. These gorges are several 
hundred feet deep and seldom more than a quarter of a 
mile wide at the bottom. In the rainy season, creeks flow 
near their bases and sometimes floods interfere with opera- 
tions. Earliest recorded production from the region was in 
1937. Large-scale operations were not started until 1943 
when the areas were leased out to the present operating 
company. 

The fibre is classified in three grades. About 40% is 
the top grade, that is, exceeding 114 inch in length. Six 
per cent is in the second grade between %% inch to 114 inch 
in length. The remainder is less than 5 inch in length. 
After classification the fibre is packed into jute sacks, each 
containing 87 pounds of fibre. The long and medium fibres 
are used for spinning. They go into the production of 
brake linings, gaskets and fire-proof cloths. The short 
grades make building boards, piping, roof sheeting and 
other asbestos cement items. Wittenoom’s blue variety is 
especially valuable in that it is acid resistant and there- 
fore an important item in processes where acids need 
testing. 

Present major. markets, apart from Australia, include 
the United States, the United Kingdom, Japan and several 
European countries including Italy. A few years ago, 
Australian Blue Asbestos Pty. Limited secured a reason- 
ably firm overseas market through the Johns-Manville 
Corporation of New York, one of the world’s largest con- 
sumers of asbestos, and through various large European 
companies in the asbestos-cement business.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





The most interesting recent developments in general 
business have been the healthy rise in department store 
sales well in advance of Thanksgiving and the large gain 
in durable goods sales and production thru October, paced 
by truly booming sales of new automobiles. Industrial 
production in October recouped the loss suffered in Sep- 
tember and equalled the record high level established in 
August. The stock market reached new highs in Mid- 
November and shows many signs of a continuing year-end 
rally. It has been known for some time that personal income 
was very high but consumers seemed to be exercising eau- 
tion in spending for goods and services. This ‘‘non-spend- 
ing’’ attitude now seems to be changing and there is a 
definite upswing in markets for durable goods as a result 
of loosening of purse-strings. 

The major concern of economists is that the outflow 
of gold from the United States is continuing and at an 
increasing rate. This is not healthy and eventually measures 
must be taken to correct it if our economy is to remain 
truly’ sound. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 


October 1961 asbestos fibre shipments for the Industry 
at 115,298 tons exceeded the same period last year by 21,014 
tons or approximately 22%. 

Year to date shipments are currently exceeding the 
same period last year by 39,924 tons or roughly 5%. 

It would appear that the estimate of increased ship- 
ments for the Industry of 5% over 1960 will materialize. 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. Orders for asbestos textiles con- 
tinue to improve with a significant increase over the pre- 
ceding months. The present trend of market activity is 
expected to continue. , 
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Asbestos Brake Lining. Replacement sales at present, 
are about equal with those of 1960 but are expected to 
show a satisfactory increase by the end of the year. O.E.M. 
sales have not shown expected increase and are lagging 
somewhat. Equipment sales should exceed 1960. 


Asbestos Paper. The present market for this product 
is improving with expanding steel, non-ferrous and mili- 
tary markets. This situation is expected to continue during 
the next few months. The market for Asbestos Milboard 
continues to improve and the outlook for the near future 


is good, 


Asbestos-Cement Products. The present market situa- 
tion is strengthening somewhat and it is expected that 
normal seasonal pattern will be followed for the balance 
of the year. 


High Pressure Insulation. The market volume is sea- 
sonally strong at the present time and should remain so 
for the balance of the year. Capacity continues to exceed 
demand, resulting in active competition on all available 
business. 


Shingles—Roofing & Siding. The market situation at 
the present time remains the same as that reported last 
month with supply continuing to exceed demand, However, 
the outlook for the balanee of the vear is good. 


Asbestos Pipes. The market at the present time is 
normal and will probably follow seasonal patterns for the 
balance of the year. Pipes used in sanitary construction are 
expected to be in fairly good demand into the winter 
season. 

The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Manager of the Raybestos Division of Raybestos- 
Manhattan, Ine., passed away October 29th, 1961, at his 
home after a long illness. Mr. Callahan joined Raybestos 
40 years ago and had been Division Manager for 20 years. 
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BUILDING 


Construction will enjoy its best year in history and 
set a new record for the 17th consecutive year according 
to F. W. Dodge Corporation’s Construction Outlook for 
1962. Dodge’s annual outlook statement, published in 
Architectural Record, predicts that total construction con- 
tracts in 1962 will amount to nearly $40 billion, a gain of 
7% over the estimated $37.3 billion for this vear. The 
Dodge outlook points out that residential building will 
register its best vear of the recent past and that dollar 
volume of residential contracts will total $17.5 billion, up 
10% over 1961. Residential floor area is expected to in- 
crease 8% over 1961. Using the Census Bureau basis ot 
measurement, Dodge expects new non-farm housing starts 
in 1962 to total 1,400,000, up 8% from 1961. According to 
the Dodge report, non-residential building contracts will 
register a 4% increase in 1962 totaling $12.7 billion. Floor 
area represented by these contracts is expected to rise 3% 
primarily because of a 10% jump in manufacturing build- 
ings. Floor area of commercial buildings is expeeted to 
equal the 1961 total, while the physical volume of eduea- 
tional and science buildings is forecast to increase 2%. 
With the exception of hospitals, which are predicted to 
slip just below the 1961 level, all other building types in 
the non-residential category will register small gains in 
1962. The Dodge outlook forecasts a 6% increase in heavy 
engineering contracts in 1962, reachine a total of $9.7 
billion. According to the outlook, gains are expected in 
both the public works and utilities classifications of the 
heavy engineering category. Although predicting the 17th 
consecutive record year for construction, Dodge’s annual 
outlook statement emphasizes the need for efficient market- 
ing tools in the following words: ‘* The construction market 
in 1962 will be the largest ever presented to any fabricating 
industry. This, however, is no cause for complacency. The 
lush years of the postwar period are over, and the real 
erowth rate of the industry, in terms of man hours of labor, 
or bathtubs, or tons of steel used, is not as great as it was in 
the late Forties and early Fifties. Considering that the 
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high profit potential of those earlier years attracted large 
additional amounts of capacity into the industry, the 
present situation promises no let-up in the intense com- 
petition for sales and profits.”’
